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Editors Laud Efforts to Build Navy Up to Needs of National Defense 


The Bureau of Navigation will ask for an increase of 5,000 enlisted men for the 
fiscal year 1938, bringing the enlisted strength to 105,000 by July 1, 1938. By July 1, 
1987, the Bureau plans to have an enlisted strength of 100,000, The added increase in 
enlisted men is due, undoubtedly, to the completion of several new vessels this year 
and those expected to be completed during the fiscal year 1988, Discussing the con- 
struction of naval vessels editorially, newspaper editors criticize the naval construc- 
tion policy and say that it should be one continuous program instead of a spasmodic 
program as it is now. However, all feel that the new construction program is not one 
of aggression but rather one of preparedness, and that it is time that the older, out-of- 
date vessels be replaced by modern ships. 





“An increase of 5,000 men for the Navy is planned in tentative departmental 
estimates for the Budget Bureau which are in process of being drafted to provide the 
Navy’s budget for the next fiscal year, according to Washington dispatches,” says the 
Butte, Mont., Post. “The increase would bring the enlisted strength, if the Budget 
Bureau approves, to a total of 105,000, The Navy has authorization to bring its total 
to 100,000 during the present fiscal year. 

“The increase is deemed necessary by naval officials to permit adequate manning 
of the new ships which will be put into commission during the fiscal year ahead. Six 
cruisers and one aircraft carrier will be joining the Fleet in that period, They repre- 
sent a net addition to the size of the Navy and no ships will be retired to make room 
for them. Thus an enlargement of personnel is required. The ships are a part of 
those which America is constructing in an effort to bring its naval forces to strength 
required for adequate defense. 

“The preliminary budgetary plans also call for funds to commence building in 
the next fiscal year of at least six submarines and 12 destroyers, * * * It will start 
construction in January of two battleships to parallel the announced intention of 
Britain to lay down two capital ships at that time.” 


“This country,” reports the Pittsburgh Post Gazette, “has more naval ships than 
any other country, it is said; but more of our ships are either clean out of date or 
definitely obsolescent than in any other of the great navies. Our navy is starting on 
a construction program including 12 destroyers and six submarines, They will replace 
ships which actually, not theoretically, have outgrown their usefulness, 

“Our policy of naval construction is open to criticism in this respect: instead of 
being continuous, it is spasmodic. We build a lot of new ships at a time, neglect 
displacement—and end up with wholesale out-of-dateness and need for another heavy 
order of new construction. It would be wiser to keep the yards, naval and private,

“Twelve destroyers and six submarines will be built next year,” states the Pitts- 
burgh Post Gazette in another editorial. 

“The United States has 192 destroyers, comparing with Britain’s 117, Japan's 
102, Italy’s 92 and France’s 71. We have 86 submarines, against Britain’s 54, Japan’s 
62, France’s 79 and Italy’s 68. 

“But—here’s the hitch: Our ships are old to the point of being obsolete; they 
are world war-time ships, built in a hurry almost 20 years ago. 

“The country’s naval building program embodies no spirit of aggression, and 
can be cited by no other power as evidence of war-like disposition. It merely starts us 
on our way toward the degree of naval strength awarded us by international con 
ferences seeking a fair and peace-promoting balance of naval power.” 





“Everywhere in America—on the Pacific, on the Atlantic and on the Gulf of 
Mexico—the United States is swiftly girding itself for the future,” comments the 
Seattle, Wash., J'imes. “Warships under construction number ninety-five of 287,915 
tons. Great Britain is building sixty-six of 225,096 tons. This country now leads the 
world in naval construction in an effort to build up its sea forces to full strength 
authorized by existing naval pacts prior to the time they expire on December 31. 
A new page is being written in American fleet history ; a new force is being assembled 
for eventualities. The nation’s riches are being poured out for fighting vessels to 
strengthen its war fleets.” 


“A navy’s chief value is as a threat rather than as an actual weapon,” believes 
the Yakima Wash., //erald, “If the other fellow knows you have one, and knows that 
it can take care of any fuss that may develop in its own waters, he is not apt to come 
around and pick a quarrel. 

“And because any nation which plans to invade, oppress, or otherwise bedevil 
the United States has to come by water, the American na vy does in fact represent a 
kind of fire insurance, 

“Our navy does not merely insure us against invasion. It makes it as certain as 
anything can be certain in this world that no invasion of our shores will ever be 
attempted. 

“That is why those great gray ships of ours, so expensive, so cleverly devised for 
grim combat, serve their purpose best of all when there is no enemy on the horizon.”

Never before has a Chief of Staff under- 
taken such an extensive trip by air. In 
the Air Corps it is taken as the highest 
type of recognition of the task accorded 
to the Air Force and of its efforts to de- 


velop the arm to its highest state of 
efficiency. 
In this connection it might be noted 


that the number of General oflicers, par- 
ticularly Corps area commanders who 
fly frequently in the course of their 
duties is rapidly increasing. Maj. Gen. 
Frank Parker during his recent tour in 
command of the Philippine Department 
hardly ever traveled by any other means 
and he is continuing to do so now that he 
is commanding the Kighth Corps Area, 
Other commanders are doing likewise in 
increasing numbers, 

General Craig's interest in the develop- 
ment of the Air arm was evidenced when 
he first came into office. The GHQ Air 
Force created by General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur when he was chief of staff was 
earried forward by General Craig with a 


vigor and determination which elicited 
appreciation from the entire corps. 


Under his aegis, also, the temporary ad- 
vanced rank bill was amended to make 
it operate more smoothly and to remove 
the petty friction and discon- 
tent that were prone to arise under the 
old plan.

General Craig sponsored and led to en- 
actment the new law under which tlying 
cadets, when graduated from the Air 
Corps Training Center and commissioned 
in the Reserve Corps, may be given five 
years active duty with the Regular Army, 
three as a second lieutenant and two as a 
first lieutenant, and then, upon relief from 
active duty, be given a lump sum in addi- 
tion to their pay. This plan will provide 
the pilots for the Air Corps 
when the number of airplanes increases 
under the recommendations of the Baker 
Board.

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Army CPX Problem 


In coutrast to the Fourth Army Com- 
mand Post Exercise last year in which 
the action was placed nearly a year after 
the declaration of war, about 300 M, the 
Third Army CPX getting underway in 
Texas will be played in the first two 
months of a mythical war. 

Army oflicials now take the view that 
the real need in field maneuvers and staff 
exercises is to work out in time of peace 
what should be done in the opening days 
of war. Afterward they believe officers 
will have learned through actual experi- 
ence which will be ever so much more 
valuable than any planned peace-time war 
gumes., 

The situation presented in the Third 
Army exercise is that an enemy, desig- 
nated as the Black Army, is about to at- 
tack the United States from the sea. The 
U.S. Fleet is in the Pacific and the Blacks, 
aboard transports, are rounding the West- 
ern end of Cuba, preparing to land some- 
where on the Gulf of Mexico. The prob- 
lem of the Third Army Commander is to 
meet this attack the best he can, and logi- 
cally the exercise falls into two phases 
concentration and combat. 

During the concentration phase, Maj. 
Gen, Frank Parker, the Third Army Com- 
mander, not only must mobilize his troops 
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but also set up the corps area service 
commands and get them into operation. 
With the removal of troops under the 
corps areas to the corps in the field the 
service commands must organize the sup- 
ply system, procure and train recruits, 
establish officer training camps and gen- 
erally take up the many duties of the 
zone of the interior. At the same time dur- 
ing this phase, the Southern coastal fron- 
tier command comes into operation. 
lbivided into three districts—the Caro- 
linas, Florida and Gulf which coincide 
with the Sixth, Seventh and Kighth Naval 
Districts—the Southern coastal frontier 
command must plan to defend the shore 
line against attack, and Regular Army 
and National Guard harbor defense units 
move into position. 

While these security measures are being 
taken generally along the Southern coast 
line, the third Army commander, how- 
ever, is concentrating most of his troops 
in Texas, for his Intelligence tells him 
that the attack will come there. The Sec- 
ond Division takes up the Gulf coastal 
front from Port Arthur to Brownsville, 
Tex. and the First Cavalry Division pa- 
trols the land frontier from Brownsville 
to Del Rio, Tex. in cause the enemy should 
land in Mexico. Behind this screen of 
protection, the Third Army commander 
lays out his theater of operations, Port 
Arthur-Austin-Del Rio. And into this 
theater, probably near San Antonio, he 
concentrates his troops. Informed by the 
War Department what troops he can 
have, General Parker gives them his 
priorities and the Department works out 
the entire troop movement tables, involy- 
ing complete train movements. 

Following completion of the concentra- 
tion phase, it is assumed that the enemy 
has landed on the coast of Texas and the 
combat phase is on. As the Black Army is 
greatly superior to the Second Division 
the Second Division probably will fight a 
delaying action, dropping back until the 
enemy is on unfavorable ground and the 
concentration of the defense forces is 
complete. Then the Third Army com- 
mander will take the offensive and prob- 
ably engage the enemy in the vicinity of 
San Antonio. 

Staff officers will spend two or three 
days making a reconnaissance of the ter- 
rain in the area where the action is to 
tuke place, so that the exercise will be 
considerably more than a map problem. 
Progress of the “war” after the combat 
phase is begun will depend upon develop 
meuts of the campaign—the action of the 
Army commander and subordinate com 
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manuders in situations as they arise, in 
turn controlled by the umpires.

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Admiral Upham to Retire 

Navy orders this week announced the 
retirement on Sept. 30, 1936, of Rear 
Adm. Frank B. Upham, USN, Chairman 
of the Navy General Board, having 
reached the age of 64 Monday, Sept. 7, 
1936. 

Rear Admiral Upham has completed 
45 years of active service in the United 
States Navy and as Rear Admiral has 
held flag commands in the United States 
Fleet, served as Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation and with the rank of Admiral 
was for two years Commander-in-Chief 
of the Asiatic Fleet. 

Rear Admiral Upham is concluding his 
tour of duty as chairman of the General 
Board just as the Board is completing an 
exhaustive and comprehensive study of 
the commissioned personnel situation in 
the Navy. The Board will submit the 
findings and recommendations from this 
study to the Secretary of the Navy with 
a view to securing remedial legislation 
and making such administrative changes 
us may be desirable. 

In signing the order for Admiral Up- 
ham’s transfer to the retired list of the 
Navy, Secretary Swanson said: 

“The Department regrets your retirement 
from active service and takes this occasion 
to extend to you its heartiest congratulations 
and appreciation for your long and distin- 
guished service to our Nation, During the 
time which you have so faithfully and effi- 
clently served, you have witnessed many ad- 
vancementa in the morale, strength and effi- 
cieney of the Navy and you have the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that you have contributed 
to the accomplishments of these results, May 
I wish you your continued success and many 
years of health and happiness.” 

Throughout his career, Admiral Upham 
has been known not only as an outstand- 
ing officer professionally but also as one 
whose consideration and helpfulness 
toward the junior officers and toward 
enlisted men has been most valuable in 
contributing to a high morale and effi- 
ciency wherever he served. Men and 
officers who had the good fortune to serve 
under Admiral Upham, credit the progress 
they have made in their profession largely 
to the sound preparation, encouragement 
and opportunity extended to them by him. 

Admiral Upham's tour as commander 
in chief of the Asiatic Fleet was marked 
by a deep understanding and apprecia- 
tion of the problems of the Far East 
both as they affect the peoples of the 
Orient and the peoples of the United 
States. The good will engendered by his 
tour there and his knowledge and advice 
since his return has been deeply appreci- 
ated by the State Department as well as 
by the Navy. 

He was awarded the Navy Cross for 
his service during the World War and has 
received the decoration of the rank of 
Commander in the Legion of Honor from 
the French Government. 

Rear Admiral Upham was born at Ft. 
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REAR ADM. FE. B. UPHAM 


Apache, Ariz., Sept. 7, 1872, and entered 
the Naval Academy from the State of 
Montana Sept. 6, 1889, He served in the 
USS Olympia, flagship of Admiral George 
Dewey during the Spanish-American 
War, and was awarded the Navy Cross 
for distinguished service during the 
World War in command of the cruiser 
USS Columbia and later the USS Pueblo. 
He also was awarded the decoration of 
the Legion of Honor by the French Gov- 
ernment. 

Following the war, he served as Chief 
of Staff to Commander Squadron Two, 
Division Three, Atlantic Fleet. From 
1921 to 1924 he was U. S. Naval Attache 
at the American Embassy in Paris, 
France, and from 1922 to 1924 held con- 
currently the post of Naval Attache to 
Madrid. He was in command of the 
Naval Air Station ut Pensacola, Fla., 
during 1926. In 1927 he was appointed 
Rear Admiral and served successively as 
Commander Battleship Division Three of 
the Battle Fleet and Commander, Control 
Force. From 1930 to 1933 he was Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation at the Navy 
Department, and on Aug. 18, 1983, was 
commissioned Commander-in-Chief, U. 8. 
Asiatic Fleet, with the rank of Admiral, 
and served in that capacity until Oct. 5, 
1935. Upon the completion of his duty in 
the Far East, he was ordered to the Navy 
Department for duty as chairman of the 
General Board and has served in that 
capacity since Jan. 1, 1936.

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Naval Chairman Seeks 
Data Aboard Vessels

PON being appointed Chairman of the 
U's Naval Affairs Committee of the 
United States Senate, I decided that in 
order to render a more intelligent and 
helpful service to the nation, I should 
undertake a thorough study of the U. S 
Navy. all its activities and ramifications 
including personnel, various types of 
naval craft, Naval and Marine bases. The 
Navy Department informed me this could 
best be done by contacting naval officers 
and enlisted personnel from time to time 
by trips on various types of naval vessels. 

My first trip was on the destroyer 
Herbert, one of the so-called old type de- 
stroyers. This trip took me from the 
Navy Yard at Brooklyn to the Navy Yard 
at Washington. It so happened I was 
fortunate to find Naval ROTC students 
from Northwestern University who were 
making their annual cruise of two weeks’ 
naval training. Thus, | was given first 
hand knowledge of the Naval ROTC train- 
ing cruise, the nature of the same and 
the importance and value to the Navy of 
these reserve organizations. The young 
men were ua fine group of American col- 
lege youths who entered into the spirit 
and work of the training with zeal, and 
when I saw them on the last day of the 
cruise they were most enthusiastic about 
the knowledge gained on the cruise. While 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, I had an 
opportunity to examine the latest type of 
destroyer which was docked there. I was 
greatly impressed with the advance that 
had been made between the old and the 
new destroyer. The new destroyer seems 
to fit the title which is sometimes given 
them, a “vest-pocket cruiser,” and it is 
a very substantial improvement over the 
earlier destroyers. 

My next move was to visit a cruiser: 
this I did when the USS Astoria and New 
Orleans were at Bar Ilarbor, Maine, dur- 
ing August. I was a guest on the Astoria 
from Bar Harbor to Portland, Maine,—a 
beautiful sail on a perfect August day. 

I plan in September to visit the West 
Coast and to have a trip on one of the 
hattleships and to witness the fleet in 
maneuvers, Then I will give attention and 
study to the submarine as a war machine. 

My experience to date has been en- 
lightening. Above all things, I have been 
greatly impressed with the personnel of 
the Navy. The calibre of the enlisted men 
especially interested me. They were edu- 
“ated much beyond my expectations. 
Their alertness, obedience, and discipline 
as well as their keen interest in their 
work and unmistakeable pride in the 
Navy gave me a great thrill. I wish every 
American could see and know the per- 
sonnel of our Navy. They would be con- 
vinced once and for all that there is no 
danger to America from the spread of 
Communistiec doctrine or any other type 
of Un-Americanism while such men enter 
the Navy and stand ready to defend their 
lives and their liberties. 

Of course, I'am expected to praise the 
officers of the Navy. Old and young, they 
are a splendid body of American gentle- 
men, deeply and sincerely interested in 
their work and most proficient in carry- 
ing out the various assignments that a 
naval officer is expected to assume. IT was 
impressed with the versatility, if I may 
use this word, of all the officers. They 
can move from any post,—navigation, ex- 
ecutive or engineering, and be familiar 
with, at ease, and in command at all 
times. 

The up-to-dateness, cleanliness, and 
modernity of the Astoria was a revelation 
to me. The modernity of its equipment 
did not appear to lessen one iota her 
powerful weapons for offensive and de- 
fensive attacks. I was_ particularly 


pleased with the mess and the conveni- 
ences provided for the men, also for the 
many opportunities on this new cruiser 





for their recreation and comfort. The 
up-to-date barbershop and soda and ice 
cream fountain commissary, which some 
enlisted men might call a “hot-dog stand” 
indicated the thought that has been given 
to the comfort and convenience of the 
officers and men. 

Above all other impressions, perhaps 
the most outstanding one was the reali- 
zation that the men in the Navy are being 
given an unexcelled training to be useful 
members of society after their enlistment 
in the Navy has expired. May they never 
he needed in a naval battle; but if such 
a situation ever arises, the American 
people may feel certain that the men who 
man the ships of the Navy possess to a 
high degree the intelligence, character, 
loyalty and devotion to duty that would 
ussure an impregnable defense of the flag. 

The young officers in the Navy are giv- 
ing a fine account of themselves. They 
are all deeply absorbed in their service. 
I thought | would locate a few among 
them who had some particularly hard or 
difficult assignment since leaving the 
Academy at Annapolis and expected to 
find some disillusioned. But invariably I 
found them enthusiastically and de- 
votedly interested in their naval career. 

I am wondering if it would not be pos- 
sible for the young officers to return to 
the Academy for post-graduate courses 
after spending two years in practical ser- 
vice at sea, following their graduation. 

I am looking forward to the accumula- 
tion of a vast amount of information con- 
cerning the fleet on my trip to the West 
Coast. Here | shall also have an oppor- 
tunity to learn about our naval air-craft 
and reported rapid progress in air defense 
methods.

Yards Square, by the Lifts and 

Braces 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JoURNAL: 

The United States Navy was nourished 
and reared on a number of precepts, all 
very precious and enduring, of which one 
was expressed in the words: “Square by 
the Lifts and Braces.” To the older offi- 
cers now on the active list, this precept 
had a meaning all its own, embodying a 
definitive code of moral rectitude and a 
rigid adherence to a standard of personal 
behavior and conformance to the pre- 
scribed manner of wearing the uniform. 

To the officers of less than thirty years 
service, the words, “Square by the lifts 
and braces,” must necessarily be nothing 
more than a figure of speech. This is a 
fact because these younger officers never 
had the privilege, in their Naval Academy 
days, of personally taking part in the 
hear-ceremony of squaring yards on 
board a ship of the Navy, as was done 
daily at 8 a. m. and sundown, when at 
anchor, or after anchoring when in from 
a cruise. 

Throughout the years of a naval offi- 
cer’s life, I believe that he is ever mindful, 
—if in his youth he ever lent a hand in 
squaring yards,—that he personally is 
bound to live by the precept that he 
learned at his Navy mother’s knee, 
“Square by the lifts and braces.” I mean 
by this, square with his brother officers, 
“juare with the enlisted men under his 
command, and square with his fellow men 
and women, wherever and whenever, he 
may come in contact with them. 

“Square by the lifts and braces,” meant 
square horizontally and square vertically. 
The ceremony of squaring yards in the 
morning and at sundown, took on much 
of the meaning, on board ships of the 
Navy, of morning and evening prayers. 
The day was started, as it were, with an 
Injunction to all hands, that all must be 
“uare, during the day. and the day 
ended with a reminder that the ensuing 
night must, too, be square. 

I have been helped all my life by the 
lesson I learned by squaring yarls in my 
Youth on board square rigged ships of 
the Navy. I learned, that to be square 
with my brother officers and with the 
men, I had to make an effort. The yards 
did not become square of their own ae- 
cord, nor did they stay square. They got 
et of square for no reason at all, and 
imperceptably, just as men get out of 
Square, consciously usually, uncon- 
sclously sometimes, but as a rule, little 
by little, as the yards did on the ships of 
the Navy that are no more. 

All men, officers of the Navy, included, 
tan well adhere to the practice of the old 
Navy, of squaring yards night and morn- 
ing. By so doing, their personal ship is 
kept Shipshape, there is no slovenliness 
of behavior or of appearance. Their 
®ards are square and in line and parallel, 
~true all around. The lifts are taut and

the braces too, and this done, their run- 
ning rigging is hauled taut and the coils 
laid down neatly. 

The actual squaring of yards in the 
old ships of the Navy demanded of the 
hands engaged, a lot of pulling and haul- 
ing, and a jigging away on the lifts and 
braces. It could not be done in a minute, 
as it was a thing of precision, of care and 
of patience. The job was finished when 
the boatswain said so,—-when he piped 
down with his whistle. And then, all 
hands, including the captain looked aloft. 
All was square on board, morning and 
night. 

And so the significance of squared 
yards entered the fibre of every man in 
the ship. Caps on the heads of officers 
and men were square by the lifts and 
braces and hands were kept out of 
pockets. Is this so today? I believe not, 
judging by the newspaper photographs of 
officers and petty officers. C’est le guerre, 
perhaps, explains it, when some of our 
officers took over the cap tilt, affected by 
the late Admiral Lord Beatty, and now 
taken up by wardroom stewards. Vhoto- 
graphs, I see published, of Navy men with 
hands in side pockets of their uniform 
coats, thumbs projecting outside, slightly 
forward and downward, And yet, thanks 
be, the midshipmen at the Naval Academy 
are required to wear their caps square 
and to carry their hands at their sides. 

The Navy cannot square yards on board 
ship any more but they can and will re- 
member the precept, “Yards square, by 
the lifts and braces.”

Surfman Whedbee broke 
through the surf and came to her assis- 
tance. After experiencing considerable 
difficulty on account of severe undertow 
and heavy surf he brought her ashore. 

At approximately the same time Mrs. 
Hegeman, bathing further down the 
beach, also went outside the breakers. 
She lost her footing and was being carried 
out to sea by a strong undertow. Hearing 
Mrs. Hegeman’s cries for assistance 
Surfman Inman battled his way out of 
the surf against the undertow, ran up 
the beach and went into the surf in 
search of her. Finally he sighted her 
hair, grasped it and brought her to the

IT IS OUR ANNUAL CUSTOM TO extend birthday congratulations to General 
Pershing. We know in so doing we are expressing the unanimous desire of the 
Regular establishments and their components, and, as well, the country as a whole. 
The victory of San Mihiel was the General’s gift to the Nation eighteen years ago. 
It was a powerful demonstration of the fighting capacity of the American soldiers, 
und a material factor in the early collapse of the German Empire. Since the Armis- 
tice, the Commander of the A. BE. F., whose direction of our military operations 
glows in world history, has added to his laurels by the manner in which he has 
conducted himself. The soldier laid down his arms and became the man of peace. 
Awure as few men are of the horrors of war, he, in common with other professional 
soldiers and sailors, has proved to be a practical pacifist. It is in preparedness that 
he finds our means to avoid war. Throughout the comparatively few addresses he 
has delivered since he left France, there runs this thread of urgent advice to the 
American people. Never a seeker for public oflice, the General has been used by the 
Government on various missions since his retirement, and all of them he has dis- 
charged with the high common sense ability which he manifested in action, But his 
principal duty, a duty which has given him satisfaction, has been that of building 
and looking after the cemeteries in which lie the boys who under his command, 
gave their lives for their country. As a result of wider knowledge of the compli- 
cated tasks which he so brilliantly handled during the war, the modesty of his 
demeanor since, and the glory he finds in being an American citizen, it is as a unit 
that the people extend their wishes on September 13 to the General and wish him a 
future blessed with health and service. 


SECRETARY SWANSON, WHOSE RETURN to his post in excellent health 
the Navy welcomes, made a significant statement to the press this week. He charged 
Japan with violating the London Naval Treaty in deciding to retain overage sub- 
marines. He announced the Navy Department is ready to begin construction of two 
new battleships at a moment’s notice. He further stated the Fleet would hold 
maneuvers next Summer in the North Pacific and Hawaiian waters. Back of the 
charge and the exposure of the Department’s plans is obviously the hope that the 
Tokyo Government will refrain from measures which gravely concern the United 
States, and promotion of the suggestion of the French Government a few days ago 
that at the impending Geneva Conference a real effort be made to bring about a 
reduction in armaments. Should either of these hopes fail of realization (no one 
expects anything to the contrary), then unquestionably this government, whether 
Roosevelt or Landon be the President, will proceed with battleship construction and 
with that of additional destroyers and submarines. A non-building policy would 
weaken the country so that whether it desired it or not it would face the prospect of 
being involved in the complications which are threatening another world war. As 
to the French disarmament proposal, forced by the heavy additional expense resulting 
from the necessity of meeting German and Italian military and Naval advance, we 
know it has been received with satisfaction by the Administration. The chance of its 
adoption is, however, another matter. The British are definite in their purpose to 
assure world peace in the future by attaining sea and air dominance. Hitler sees in 
strength the weapon by which to restore German prestige and German colonies. 
Mussolini, victor in Ethiopia, is keeping his people contented with his rule by fishing 
in troubled waters, hoping for Italian profit therefrom. Japan is pursuing policies in 
China which are exasperating Russia and irritating other powers. Then there is 
the Spanish revolution, with its conflict of political systems, which may inflame the 
interested governments and peoples. Only a miracle will enable limitation of arma- 
ments. Therefore the wisdom of Secretary Swanson, for our own peace, in notifying 
the world that we are ready to proceed with battleship construction, and that the 
Pacific, north or south, is a region in which we have as much right and interest as 
Japan or any other Nation. 


IN HIS LABOR DAY ADDRESS, Governor Landon made clear to the country 
the pride he feels in having served it in time of war. “But however different our 
original stock may have been, the Great War,” he said, “taugh us to like and respect 
each other as good soldiers and good Americans.” Again: “We went into the Army 
to save America.” And again: “Whatever our party, we have a duty in honor of 
the uniform we wore.” In other words, the Governor realizes the value of National 
Defense and its effectiveness as a melting pot, and he regards the uniform as a badge 
of honor. He inferentially expressed approval of certain features of the American 
Legion program—taking the profit out of war, and equality of manpower, industry 
and resources in time of war. Further he insisted that our main reliance in avoiding 
conflict must be the spirit of America. While an evident isolationist, with an under- 
standing of the dangers inherent in such a policy, the Republican Presidental candi- 
date made no mention of the preparedness views of the Legion. The Governor and 
the Republican platform are committed to the principle of drastic economy, but both 
also are pledged to “adequate” defense, and members of the platform committee 
assure us that this means an Army of the present legal strength, motorized and 
modernized, a Navy second to none, and an air force equipped to perform the mili- 
tary and naval missions which are its responsibility. Pacifists are finding comfort 
in the failure of the Governor to be specific in his definition of that word “adequate.” 
Combined with the promise of economy, they hold it means reduction. With the 
sentiment of the country back of the President’s building programs, a sentiment 
based upon the imperative necessity of being able to defend ourselves in the event 
of the outbreak of war in Europe or Asia, and with the Governor personally aware 
of the value of preparedness, we feel confident the Kansan, if elected to the Presi- 
dency, will not abandon a policy which is making our word respected abroad. In 
order that National Defense should be kept free from politics, we respectfully urge 
the Governor to say as much in one of his campaign speeches.

New ORC, FD, Regulations 

Effective Oct. 1, 1936, new regulations 
will govern the Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
Finance Department. These new regu- 
lations which were issued recently super- 
sede AR 140-30, issued May 20, 1931. 

The regulations are divided into three 
main parts: General Information; Mini- 
mum qualifications for appointment and 
promotion; Qualifications, scopes, texts, 
and other pertinent information. 

The minimum ages for original appoint- 
ment will be as follows: to the grade of 
second lieutenant, 21; first lieutenant, 24; 
captain, 28; major, 33; lieutenant colonel, 
39: colonel, 46. 

The required years of experience in 
appropriate vocational, professional, or 
technical specialty increases a year for 
each rank beginning with two years for 
second lieutenants and ending with seven 
years for colonels. 

Section II goes into detail concerning 
the minimum qualifications for appoint- 
ment and promotion to the various ranks. 

Section III, dealing with the qualifica- 
tions, scopes, texts and other pertinent 
information, lists military knowledge 
qualifications, ability qualifications, and 
nonmilitary educational qualifications 
which must be met.

Win Naval Reserve Competitions 

The 48th Division located at St. Paul, 
Minn., has been declared the winner of 
the Naval Reserve division efficiency com- 
petition by the Naval Reserve Inspection 
Board for the year ending June 30, 1986 
with a final merit of 90.21.

Recommendations 

In his report to the Secretary on the 
Naval Reserve units, Captain Mathewson 
made the following recommendations: 

That special sea training of Fleet and 
Volunteer Reserve oflicers be provided on 
vessels of the Fleet or Training Squadron 
during the late fall, winter, or early 
spring when funds permit. 

That Fleet Reserve oflicers who cannot 
measure up to the higher standards or 
who cannot qualify for duty at sea be 
placed in such class of the Volunteer Re- 
serve for which qualified, or be retired 
honorably. 

That the Fleet units of the Ninth Naval 
District be given training at sea on ships 
of the regular Navy as frequently as pos- 
sible. (These units require more contact 
with the regular establishment. ) 

That the present system of armory 
training be continued during the fiscal 
year 1937, with emphasis on the instruc- 
tion of officers and enlisted men, the more 
exact execution of such drills as the Gen- 
eral Quarters Battle Problem, and the 
training of officers and petty oflicers in 
their prospective mobilization duties. 

That, if, at any time in the future, an 
additional Fleet division is to be estab- 
lished, it be located at Oakland, Cali- 
fornia. There are, at present, a large 
number of officers of the Volunteer Re- 
serve associated with the division now in 
that city. In addition, there are many 
graduates of Naval ROTC available, and 
the population is suflicient to provide en- 
listed men in requisite numbers. 

That it be made the general policy to 
secure the radio personnel needed by 
Fleet divisions from the Naval Communi- 
cation Reserve. 

That a trophy be provided for the divi- 
sion making the greatest improvement 
from one year to the next,

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


CWS Name—For some years the Chiefs of the Chemical Warfare Service 
have included in their annual reports a recommendation that the name of the ser- 
vice be changed. The recommendation is based on the fact that the service is primarily 
one to develop and perfect defensive measures against gas and chemicals and that 
the present name, through the inclusion of the word “warfare,” implies offensive gas 
warfare. Accordingly the Chief of Staff some time ago directed that a study be 
made of the proposal and, if found desirable, a new name be recommended for the 
corps. This study is now practically completed and recommendations will be made, 
probably next week, to General Malin Craig, chief of staff, that legislation be sought 
to change the name. Such legislation would be necessary, inasmuch as the name is 
set forth in the National Defense Act. The name favored by the Chemical Warfare 
Service has been “Chemical Corps” but “Chemical Service” also has been suggested 
in other quarters. What the final staff recommendation will be and whether it will 
be approved by the Chief of Staff is not known. 

Cerrelative with this is the proposal, put forth in some quarters from time to time, 
that the Chemical Warfare Service be combined with the Ordnance Department. It 
is argued that the Ordnance Department has so much of chemical engineering in 
connection with its normal work that a combination of the two services would be 
of benefit to both, that pure research could be conducted jointly, and that skilled 
scientists could be employed to mutual advantage. Such a suggestion has been made 
in Congressional quarters in the past, as well as in the service itself. 











Two Midshipmen Witness Spanish Revolt Aboard Oklahoma—While approximately 
1000 fellow midshipmen were being transferred from the USS Oklahoma to the 
USS Arkansas and Wyoming in Spanish waters recently. First classman H. W. 
Water of Indiana and Third classman Norman Bennett of Washington, D. C., 
suffered from an injured knee and an attack of appendicitis, respectively, and neither 
could be removed from the Oklahoma. Thus aboard the Oklahoma which was 
busy picking up American refugees of the Spanish coast, Midshipmen Water and 
Bennett viewed daily the civil conflict and the rescue work of the Oklahoma, However, 
their experiences were short lived as the Coast Guard Cutter Cayuga two weeks 
later was detailed to aid the Oklahoma and again the Wyoming appeared—this time 
to remove the Coast Guard Cadets, who like the midshipmen were on their annual 
summer cruise, and both Midshipmen Waters and Bennett, sufliciently recovered, 
returned to the United States. 


To Junk 47 Naval Vessels—- Under terms of the London Naval Treaty 47 Naval 
vessels have been started on their way to the junk heap since July 1, 1935. At 
present some destroyers and submarines are in the process of being destroyed, but 
the majority already have been stricken from the Navy's official list of ships. 

No capital ships, no cruisers and no light cruisers have been disposed of under 
the scrapping program, however. 

Among the destroyers that have been stricken from the list of fighting ships 
are the Hazlewood, Sinclair, Stoddert, Champlin, Morris, Smith, Thompson, O’Ban- 
non, Radford, Renshaw, Tingey, Mugford, Bush, Caldwell, Dyer, Harding, McKee, 
Meredith, Nicholson, Rowan, Sampson, Stevens, Wadsworth, Winslow, Cushing, 
Luce, Murray and Turner, 

Destroyers now in the process of being disposed of are the J. K. Paulding, 
Tucker, Gridley, Gwin, Israel, Lansdale, Anthony, Ingraham, Sproston and Stribling. 
In all 37 destroyers will be junked. 

The submarines already disposed of include the S-4, R-S and S-10. In the process 
of disposal are the 8-9, 8-6, 8-7, S-8, S-3, and S-19. 


Health of the Army-—The oflicer of the surgeon general of the Army in a Review 
of the Llealth of the Army for the Four Weeks ending July 25, 1986, a report on 
which has just been issued, states that the general admission rate from all causes 
for the month of July was 532 per 1000 per annum a decrease from 549 for the 
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previous month and 551 for July, 1935. The decline was caused by a decrease 
in the rates from both diseases and injuries, The former was 413 as compared 
with 419 for June and 431 for July, 1935 and the latter, 119, 131, and 120, respec- 
tively. The Sixth Corps Area had the highest rate from all causes and the First, 
the lowest. The Sixth Corps Area also had the highest rate from both diseases 
and injuries. The lowest rate from diseases was in the First Corps Area and for 
injuries, in the Fourth. The noneffective rate was 28.9 as compared with 29.4 
for the previous month and 27.7 for July, 1935. 

The rate from the respiratory group of diseases continues to decline, the current 
one being 68.4 as compared with 86.7 for June and 80.1 for July, 1935. The rate for 
the current period was caused by 602 cases of common respiratory diseases, 26 of 
influenza, and 6 of primary pneumonia. The highest rate from this group of diseases 
was in the Sixth Corps Area and the lowest in the First. No one station reported 
a large number of cases. 

There were six cases of cerebrospinal meningitis reported during the period, 
two from the Kighth Corps Area and one each from the First, Second, Fourth, and 
Ninth. 

The Second Corps Area reported two cases of diphtheria as compared with 
three for the previous month, all of which occurred at Fort Dupont. 

One case of measles was reported as compured with 12 for the previous month 
and 7 for July, 1935. 

The incidence of mumps continued to decline, the rate for the current period 
being 5.0 as compared with 9.0 for June. This rate is the lowest from this disease 
for the year 1936, during which time there has been a total of 1,644 cases as com- 
pared with 247 for the same period in 1935. 

Two cases of secondary pneumonia were reported for the month, both from the 
Ninth Corps Area. 


Disability Retirement for Enlisted Men—A recommendation that disability pen- 
sions for Army enlisted men, now based entirely on degree of injury, be revised to 
provide higher rates for non-commissioned oflicers of long service has been made to 
the Veterans Administration by the War Department. 

The proposal is now before the Veterans Administrator, Brig. Gen. Frank T. 
Hines, and War Department officials are hopeful that it will be approved by him 
and President Roosevelt and be submitted to the next Congress. It forms a part of 
broad restudy of the pension situation recently completed by the Veterans Administra- 
tion in cooperation with interested Government departments. 

No details are available as to the War Department’s plan. However, in general, 
it recognizes that an enlisted man with long service is entitled to a larger pension 
than a recruit. Under the present law, a master sergeant with 29 years service if 
incapacitated for service would receive a pension amounting to from $6 to $45 a 
month (with higher rates for loss of hand, arm, leg, etc). The rate to which he would 
be entitled would depend upon the degree to which his earning capacity in civil life 
is impaired, which standard is fixed in law and Veterans Administration regulations. 

The possibility of becoming partially disabled and discharged as unfit upon a 
fraction of active pay has long been a source of worry to the older non-commissioned 
officers of the Service, especially those with dependents. Disability retirement upon 
a percentage of active duty pay, such as is provided for commissioned officers, has 
many times been suggested as a remedy of this situation. The proposal, however, has 
at least one serious objection. While perhaps favorable to non-commissioned officers 
of long service, it would be considered unfair in its application to totally disabled 
soldiers who have not had much service. Any percentage of active duty pay allowed 
to a private or private, first class, would be decidedly inadequate if he is badly 
disabled, 

After long study of the problem, the War Department has devised a_ plan, 
whereby disability pension would be based on degree of impairment of civilian 
earning capacity as at present and then in addition a sum would be allowed for 
longevity and rank. 

The study made by the Veterans Administration resulted from President Roose- 
velt’s direction of three years ago that the question of veterans’ compensation be kept 
under continuous consideration. In compliance with this order the Administration 
last year compiled data dealing with pensioners and prospective pensioners of the 
Federal Government and sent it to the Departments concerned, with the suggestion 
that they study the matter and make recommendations. 

Attached to the data, was a proposal received by the Veterans Administration 
from the Regular Service Veterans Association, that pensions be based on a_per- 
centage of active duty pay, a variation of the old disability retirement plan. 

The Navy Department recommended adversely on the proposal for the reason 
viven above, It is not as interested in the problem as is the Army, inasmuch as the 
Kleet Reserve 16 and 20 year transfer law takes care of most of its long service petty 
officers who become disabled. The War Department, however, while opposing the 
suggestion advanced, instituted a study of the problem and worked out a plan of its 
own. This proposal was incorporated in the Department’s report and is now in the 
hands of the Veterans Administration. The other Governmental agencies also have 
submitted reports and the completed study, with the work of the Administration staff 
included, is now in General Hines’ possession. He is expected to give it careful 
study between now and the opening of Congress and recommend to the President what- 
ever changes in the law he considers advisable. The prospects of the War Depart- 
ment’s plan depend upon budgetary considerations. If the proposal does not cost 
very much it may be approved and sent to Congress next year. 


Senate Naval Chairman Active.—The officers and enlisted men of the Navy will be 
pleased and proud to read the expressions of United States Senator David I. Walsh 
of Massachusetts, chairman of the Senate Naval Affairs Committee on page 30 of 
this issue of the Army AND Navy JourNat, the more so because the distinguished 
Senator has spoken out of his own personal observation of the personnel of the Navy, 
as they have performed their duty at sea in two different classes of ships of the Fleet. 
He is not given to according praise except to whom it is due. 

The intention of Senator Walsh to inspect units of the battleships, submarines, 
and aircraft at their bases on the West Coast in the near future, augers well for the 
Navy in the future when proposals are brought before the Senate that affect the 
upbuilding of a balanced fleet. At such times, Senator Walsh will be in a position to 
inform his colleagues in the Senate as to the Navy’s needs and to acquaint them with 
the qualifications of the officers and men of the Navy to perform the duties assigned 
them. 

Senator Walsh will be gratified to know that the Navy Department has antici- 
pated his expressed hope that the young officers of the Navy be given post graduate 
instruction in their profession. This had its inception more than twenty years a0 
when a few junior officers were assigned to Columbia University for post graduate 
instruction in engineering. Prior to that, prospective appointees to the Navy Con- 
struction Corps were sent to selected technical schools. Since that time, the post 
graduate idea has been extended to include officers of every corps of the Navy, except 
the chaplains. 

At the present time, all junior line officers of the Navy are ordered to the Post 
Graduate School at the U. S. Naval Academy for a two year course of post graduate 
work after they have served at s¢a for 7 years following which, a limited number are 
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ordered for a third year at the University of California at Berkeley. Two are sent 
each year to France for special study. 

The personnel in the Fleet on the west coast will accord Senator Walsh a warm 
welcome when he arrives there to make the inspections that are projected. The Navy 
has long hoped for the opportunity to work cooperatively with the members of Con- 
gress who are directly concerned with the ships and personnel. 


General Officers Assigned—The War Department announced this week that orders 
are being issued transferring Brig. Gen. Joseph P. Tracy from the command of the 
Coast Artillery School, Ft. Monroe, Va., to the Presidio of San Francisco, where he 
will command the 9th Coast Artillery District. In his new assignment General Tracy 
will have the command of all the coast defenses on the Pacific shore of Continental 
United States. The transfer will be made in December. 

Brig. Gen. John W. Gulick, former Chief of Coast Artillery at present on duty in 
the Philippines will succeed General Tracy as Commandant of the Coast Artillery 
School at Ft. Monroe. 


58 Commanders Due for Sea Duty—-Approximately 58 Commanders of the Naval 
Academy, Classes of 1910 to 1916, inclusive, will be due for sea duty in 1987, the 
Bureau of Navigation has announced, Of this number, eight are required on the 
Asiatic Station and volunteers for duty on that station are desired. There will be 
nine auxiliary commands to be filled, 28 executive officers billets in battleships and 
cruisers will be open, and five old and probably seven new destroyer divisions will 
require commanding officers. In addition, several Commanders will be required for 
duty on the staffs of Flag Officers. 

Because of these requirements it will not be practicable to assign as executives 
of battleships or cruisers all Commanders who have not had that duty. As a general 
rule, officers whose last cruise included head of a department in a battleship or 
cruiser, or command of a destroyer division or submarine division, may expect to be 
assigned to duty in command of an auxiliary. 


Gold Vaults at Fort Knox.—-Considerable progress has been made in the construe- 
tion of the special vaults at Ft. Knox, Ky., to receive and store the portion of the gold 
reserves of the United States Treasury now housed on the coast. It was stated this 
week at the office of the Director of the Mint, which has charge of the work, that it 
will be a few weeks yet before the vaults will be ready to receive the wealth. Many 
forms of protection will guard the gold. Steel of type that will break any hack saw 
is being used, a fifteen foot moat will surround the underground vaults, and provision 
will be made for completely flooding the vaults themselves in case of emergency. 
Barbed wire will surround the vaults. Civilian guards will be on duty at all times, 
while the troops at Ft. Knox will be accessible should the occasion for their use arise. 

It was said at the office of the Director of the Mint that the actual transfer of 
the gold to Ft. Knox will be handled by the registered mail section of the Post Office 
Department and that it will go by train. It is not planned to use a military guard, 
it was said, although plans have not been completely worked out. At the Post Office 
it was said that no arrangements will be made for the transfer of the gold until the 
vaults at Fort Knox are ready to receive it. 


Diesel Engines in Navy—The United States Navy is greatly interested in the 
development of Diesel engines and is constantly experimenting and trying to perfect 
them. 

It is generally known that diesel engines are more economical to 
go farther on less fuel and, therefore, have less stops for fuel. 

Hans Henrik Blache, noted as one of the two most famous Diesel designers in 
the world today, upon his arrival in Washington this week for the Third World 
Power Conference from Copenhagen, Denmark, said that the warships of the United 
States are powered chiefly with steam engines because “no one economizes in building 
battleships.” 

lache pointed to the newest Diesel powered engines used in the United States 
the locomotives used by the Union Pacific and Burlington railroads—and said he 
gradual victory in this country for the Diesel type engines over the 
steam-engines and steam turbines now used. These engines are much smaller, more 
compact and many times more powerful than steam engines. 

One of the biggest difficulties designers of the Diesel engines had to overcome 
Was that of severe vibration. The vibration would interfere with gunnery and, 
therefore, would be almost out of the question on battleships. However, the vibration 
has been almost entirely eliminated in the smaller type engines and with the per- 
fection of the larger engines vibration in the larger units is also being done away with. 

Another barrier which the engineers and metallurgists had to hurdle was that 
of finding or combining proper metals to withstand the terrific heat caused by the 
explosion of the crude oil. However, this too is becoming less and less of a handicap. 

Diesel engines eliminate a step in driving the engine as the exploding of the crude 
oil creates a direct drive, whereas, in the steam engines the boilers must manufacture 
Steam and then the steam drive the engines. 

The major development in the Navy with regard to the diesel engines has been 
With submarines. However, in the newer cruisers Diesel engines will be used to a 
eertain extent. Every ship will have two or three smaller Deisel engines which will be 
ised for auxiliary or emergency purposes. All new cruisers and destroyers will be 
equipped with Diesel propelled power boats and the power plants of the existing 
boats will be changed to Diesel as fast as funds will permit. 

At present the Navy has contracts with virtually every manufacturer of Diesel 
engines in the United States for engines of all sizes for yard craft, patrol boats 
and tugs. 

The Navy is building its own Diesel engines at the Norfolk, Va.. Navy Yard for

Use in ships’ motor bouts. As finally developed these engines are of the multi 
eylinder, four-cycle, high-speed geared type, with electric starting and with me 
chanical injection of fuel, differing but little from the conventional automotive 


Kasoline engine. 

Advances made in the automotive field in mounting engines and in transmitting 
their power without shocks or vibration have been used to great advantage in the 
Diesel engines. Engines are mounted on rubber vibration dampers and in place of 
the universal joint or the flexible coupling of the past a rubber-mounted elastic 
coupling has been installed between the engines and the propellor shafts 

The ships of the new construction program will receive in addition to Dieselized 
Motorboats also Diesel driven emergency generators. To accommodate both of these 
types of engines a fuel distributing system, which includes the necessary tanks and 
centrifugal purifiers, has been installed.

Issue Gas Tax Instructions 

Directions were issued by the War De- 
partment this week instructing post com- 
manders to collect and pay over to proper 
State agencies taxes on sales of gasoline 
and motor oils made on military reser- 
vations. 

Two War Department Circulars, Nos. 
57 and 58, were published, one giving ex- 
tracts of an approved Judge Advocate 
General’s opinion as to the provisions of 
section 10 of the Act of June 16, 1986, 
which authorized States to tax gasoline 
sold on Government reservations which 
is “not for the exclusive use of the 
United States,” and the other setting forth 
the instructions for administering the act. 

In his opinion the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral held that no additional state legis- 
lation is necessary to make the tax pay- 
able where under the existing law of the 
State the tax could have been levied were 
it not for the immunity removed by the 
Act of June 16, 1936. There had been 
some question as to whether States would 
not have to pass specific legislation to 
levy the tax on military posts. The De- 
partment, however, rules that general gas 
tax laws are applicable. It was ruled also 
that political subdivisions of States and 
Territories i. e. counties, districts and 
municipalities, may levy the gas taxes on 
Government reservations under the recent 
act. Sales of gasoline to commissaries 
and post exchanges are not taxable, the 
JAG held, as they are agencies of the 
United States. However, when fuel is 
resold by them the tax should be col- 
lected. 

Setting forth the procedure to be fol- 
lowed in collecting and paying over the 
tax, the War Department told command- 
ing officers to ignore State procedure, ac- 
counting methods and forms, and follow 
strictly the methods laid down therein. 

At the Navy Department it was stated 
that their Judge Advocate General's 
Office still has the matter under study but 
that a detailed interpretation of the law 
and instructions will be issued in the near 
future. 

Both departments also have had the 
question of State sales taxes under con- 
sideration. In many jurisdictions, includ- 
ing the Territory of Hawaii, officials have 
attempted to apply their transaction 
tuxes to sales made by commissaries and 
post exchanges. The question, one of con- 
siderable importance, has been referred 
to the Attorney General. Several suits are 
now pending in Federal courts dealing 
with attempts to collect taxes on goods 
sold by concessionaires ingNational Parks, 
and the closely allied case of post ex- 
changes probably also will be taken to 
the courts. 

In connection with these attempts of 
States to exercise jurisdiction over post 
exchanges and commissaries, other recent 
legislation threatens to affect the Service 
sules agencies. The Robinson-Patman 
chain store act, passed by the last Con 
gress, among other things prohibited the 
viving of discounts under certain circum 
STANCES, exempting, however, consumer 
cooperatives. This has raised the ques 
tion of whether sales made by civilian 
stores to Service personnel through post 
exchanges and Navy ship service stores at 
discounts are affected by the new act 
While the question has not yet been 
raised officially and not under study in 
either of the service JAG offices, it may 
hecome a major problem in the post ex 
change situation,

c. The power to levy taxes under section 
10 may be exercised only in strict conformity 
to the terms thereof. Any levy based on sec- 
tion 10 not strictly in accord therewith is 
unauthorized and invalid. Except for the au- 
thorization contained in said section, a State 
is wholly without power to levy any such 
taxes upon such sales transactions consum- 
mated within an area over which, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Federal 
Constitution, the United States Government 
exercises exclusive jurisdiction; as well as 
without authority to tax such transactions 
consummated by agencies or instrumentalities 
of the Federal Government engaged in the 
performance of appropriate Federal Govern- 
mental functions. 

d. The word “State” where used in said 
section 10 embraces also political subdivisions 
thereof, Le., counties, districts, and munici- 
palities, functioning pursuant to legislative 
authority from the Territory. 

e. State, Territory, or District of Columbia 
taxes may be levied upon sales of gasoline 
and other motor vehicle fuels, under the au- 
thority of said section 10 only if the burden 
of any such tax levied by a State, Territory, 
or the District of Columbia is imposed upon 
the sale, and when such sale is made by or 
through one of the agencies designated in 
said section 10 and located as specified therein, 
and when such fuels so sold are not for the 
exclusive use of the United States, 

f. The phrase “for the exclusive use of the 
United States,” where used in section 10 was 
intended to have reference to gasoline and 
other motor vehicle fuels sold to, or for the 
account of, the United States or any agency 
or instrumentality thereof, and it was in- 
tended that no other sales should be exempted 
from the levies authorized by said section, 

In determining “the amount of such motor 
fuel not sold for the exclusive use of the 
United States,” upon the sale of which taxes 
are authorized to be levied, by said section 
10, and upon which any such taxes so levied 
are to be paid, it is to be borne in mind that 
the United States has no single identity, for 
the exclusive use of which such motor vehicle 
fuela may be purchased, The United States 
both purchases and uses such fuels by its 
agencies and instrumentalities only. Of a 
consequence, such motor vehicle fuels so sold 
for the exclusive use of any agency or tin- 
strumentality of the United States in the per- 
formance of its appropriate Governmental 
functions, are exempted from such taxes, 

Commissaries and post exchanges are 
among such agencies and instrumentalities, 
Accordingly sales of gasoline and = other 
motor vehicle fuels to any commissary or 
post exchange are exempt from taxation un- 
der the authority of said section 10, 

Therefore, commissaries and post exchanges 
may lawfully continue to purchase gasoline 
and other motor vehicle fuels free of any 
transactional tax thereupon by any State, not- 
withstanding the fact that such gasoline, if 
and when resold under the circumstances de 
fined in said section 10, will be subject to 
taxes levied under the authority thereof, 

2. War Department regulations will be 
published at an early date prescribing the 
procedure to be followed and the officers to 
be charged with the collection, administra 
tion, and payment of such taxes as may be 
levied under the authority of section 10 of the 
act of Congress approved June 16, 1036 

Circular No, 5S, giving the actual in- 
structions follows: 

Taxes on sales of gasoline and other motor 
vehicle fuels. The following instructions re- 
garding the administration of section 10 of the 
Act of Congress approved June 16, 1936 (See, 
1, Cir. No, 41, W.D., 1936), are published for

3. In the case of commissaries the taxes 
due on account of sale of gasoline and other 
motor vehicle fuels will be collected in cash 
at the time of such sale and deposited with 
the proper disbursing officer.

of prescribed tax exemption certificates will 
be continued. Such gasoline and other motor 
vehicle fuels so procured by any such agency 
or instrumentality may be seld by it to au- 
thorized persons subject to taxes levied by a 
taxing jurisdiction under the authority of said 
section 10, without the giving of bond or 
obtaining from such jurisdiction a license 
therefore, and without subjecting such agency 
or instrumentality to supervision of its ac- 
tivities or inspection of premises or records 
by the representatives of any such jurisdic- 
tion. 

5. In any case where the appropriate au- 
thorities of a taxing jurisdiction admit that 
taxes levied by such jurisdiction are not

Personnel for Mobilization Test 

The exercises at Ft. Sam Houston this 
month include the Eighth Corps Area 
Mobilization Test and the Third Army 
Command Post Exercise. Both are based 
upon the mythical invasion of an enemy 
army. More than 250 Regular Army and 
Reserve Officers, on September 10, started 
the mobilization test which will continue 
until September 30. The Fourth Corps 
Area is undergoing a similar test. 

Maj. Gen. Frank Parker, Commanding 
the Third Army and the Eighth Corps 
Area, will direct all phases of the exer- 
cise. Brig. Gen. Charles F. Humphrey, 
who commands Ft. Francis E. Warren, 
Wyo., will, during the actual play of the 
Command Post Exercise, serve us the 
Eighth Corps Area commander. 

The purpose of this Mobilization Test 
is: to provide training of Regular and 
Reserve Officers in accordance with their 
mobilization assignments by actual fune- 
tioning in an Exercise drawn— 

(a) To test the functioning of Corps 
Area installations in the initial stages of 
a mobilization under an assumed Coali- 
tion-Black Plan. 

(b) To determine the relationship of 
the Corps Area Service Command to 
Third Army command in the _ initial 
stages of mobilization and operations. 

(c) To test the flexibility of Corps 
Area Plans in effecting changes in pre 
M-Day plans, brought about by a super- 
imposed Theater of Operations. 

(d) To show the relationship between 
Corps Area Service Command and Third 
Army Command during the stage of ac 
tive operations. 

Each installation at Eighth Corps Area 
Headquarters and various others in the 
field will solve practical problems in con- 
nection with the mobilization and supply 
of the Third Army. As an example, the 
Corps Area Commander will actually is- 
sue orders for the entrainment of all 
Third Army units mobilized in the Fighth 
Corps Area. Plans will be prepared and 
orders issued providing for the supply of 
all units up to the time the Third Army 
is prepared to supply its own units. 

The testing of supply installations for 
all the branches will be conducted at Ft. 
Sam Houston. The test of several of the 
principal mobilization centers within the 
Kighth Corps Area also will be conducted 
at Ft. Sam Houston. 

The San Antonio recruiting and rece} 
tion district and the Houston, Tex., Te 
cruiting and reception district will be 
tested at Ft. Sam Houston. The EF Paso 
recruiting district and the Phoenix, Ariz, 
district will be tested at Ft. Bliss, Tex.; 
the Dallas district at Dallas; the Wichita 
Falls, Tex., and Oklahoma City districts 
at Oklahoma City : and the Pueblo, Cole. 
district at Ft. Logan. Colo. 

The Air Corps training installations 
will be tested at Randolph Fld., near Saa 
Antonio. 

For the purposes of the Command Post 
Exercise, it is assumed that the Third 
Army consists of approximately 156,000 
officers and men. Therefore, it will be nec 
essary for the Eighth Corps Area to Te 
cruit about 38,500 men, and the Fourth 
Corps Area about 43,500 men to bring the

present strength of the Third Army to 
problem strength of 156,000. 

To secure the necessary recruits it is 
also assumed that to obtain 85,000 men, it 
will be necessary to examine 123,000—as 
it has been shown by past experience that 
about three of each ten men who present 
themselves for enlistment are found to be 
physically unfit. 

During the recruiting phase of the mo- 
bilization test more than 3,000 cards 
bearing assumed names, occupations, and 
full data concerning the potential re- 
cruits will be furnished the recruiting 
and reception headquarters to be handled 
as in actual mobilization. Plans call for 
the transportation of recruits to regi- 
ments or replacement centers and these 
cards representing mythical recruits will 
be kept up-to-date during the test, show- 
ing the actual disposition of all “paper” 
soldiers.

Naval Reserve Enlistments 

The Bureau of Navigation this week 
sent out Circular Letter No. 34-86, dealing 
with enlistments in the Naval Reserve. 
The text follows: 

1. Reference (a) Bureau of Navigation Cir 
cular Letter No. 7-35, is cancelled, 

2. Since Class F-2 of the Fleet Naval Re- 
serve has been abolished, the Bureau desires 
to obtain as many enlistments as possible in 
Class V-4 of the Naval Reserve. 

3. To this end it is desired that command- 
ing officers insure that each man eligible who 
has indicated his intention not to reenlist in 
the Navy upon discharge, be informed of his 
privilege of reenlistment in Class V-4 of the 
Naval Reserve, and of the benefits and obliga- 
tions attached thereto, as noted below in 
paragraphs 5 and 6. To be eligible, a man 
must be a citizen of the United States, honor 
ably discharged from the regular Navy, ree 
ommended for reenlistment, and must enlist 
in the Naval Reserve within three months 
from date of discharge from the regular Navy. 

4. Enlistment may be effected on board by 
the commanding officer of a ship or station in 
a similar manner to enlistment in the Navy 
by execution of Form N. Nav, 351, Shipping 
Articles, On enlistment, service record, Form 
N. Nav. 352, a supply of which may be ob 
tained from the Bureau, should be prepared 
and forwarded to the Commandant of the 
Naval District in which the man’s home ad- 
dress is located. Instructions in Articles 
H-1301, 1310, 1313, and 1315, Bureau of Navi- 
gation Manual should be noted in this con 
nection, 

5. Information concerning Class V-4 of the 
Naval Reserve, 






A.—Benetits 

(a) Not subject to draft in the 
war, but is assured of service in 
rating or higher, in the Navy. 

(b) Not required to perform any 
during peace times. 

(c) May be permitted to perform short 
periods of service if desired, with pay, if 
funds are available, otherwise without pay.

make the various recommendations have 

but one meaning. 

A form of non-rapid attrition of rear 
admirals, it is understood, is included in 
the report and will be made part of the 
proposed legislation which is expected to 
be presented to Congress at its next ses- 
sion. However, it is pointed out, the 
President at present has the power to 
place flag officers on the retired list with 
half pay if he so desires. Under the 
Board’s recommendation, we are told, 
about nine or ten flag officers will be re- 
tired annually. If, under normal condi- 
tions, nine or ten flag officers are not re- 
tired, the Secretary will be given the 
power to place enough officers on the re- 
tired list to fill out the quota. 

Although the recommendations of the 
Board probably will not be enacted into 
law until after the Fall and Winter 
selection boards meet, they are expected 
to have considerable influence on them. 

Following the Secretary of Navy’s ap- 
proval of the report, it will be turned over 
to the various Navy Department bureaus. 
Then it will be up to the Secretary 
whether or not the report will be made 
public. There is a strong feeling in the 
Service that the report should be made as 
soon as possible, however. 

The report will contain seven sections 
which will be relatively short and to the 
point. In the appendix will appear numer- 
ous tables and statistics. All other 
records and findings of the Board not 
included in the report or appendix will 
be placed on file in the Seeretary’s or 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation’s office 
for those interested in going into its find- 
ings more in detail.

that it becomes inoperative. Recent 
rumors coming out of Japan ure to the 
effect that 18-inch guns are being con- 
sidered for new Japanese battleships. 

At Secretary Swanson’s Wednesday 
press conference—the first since last 
Winter—he and Admiral Standley were 
asked about the likelihood of our new 
battleships having 18-inch guns. Reply- 
ing, the Chief of Naval Operations said 
that they were “a possibility” but were 
“not in the picture yet.” Questioned us 
to the tonnage of the new ships, Admiral 
Standley said that they would be 35,000 
tons and indicated that a larger ship was 
not being considered. 

Secretary Swanson, commenting on the 
Japanese announcement that she planned 
to retain 15,598 tons of submarines in 
excess of treaty limitations together with 
11,159 tons of destroyers to match the 
British retention of 40,000 tons of des- 
troyers, said that he considered the 
Japanese action a violation of the treaty. 

The “escape” clause, Article XXI, of 
the London naval treaty reads: 

If, during the term of the present treaty, 
the requirements of the national security of 
any high contracting party, in’ respect of 
vessels of war limited by Part IIL of the 
present treaty are in the opinion of that 
party materially affeeted by new construe 
tion of any power other than those who have 
joined in Part Ill of this treaty, the high 
contracting party will) notify the other 
parties to Part II} as to the increase required 
to be made in its own tonnages, within one 
or more of the categories of such vessels of 
war, specifying particularly the proposed in- 
creases and the reasons therefor and shall be 
entitled to make such increase. 

Thereupon, the other parties to Part III 
of this treaty shall be entitled to make a 
proportionate increase in the category” or 
categories specified; and the said other parties 
shall promptly advise with each other 
through diplomatic channels as to the situa- 
tion thus presented, 

When Great Britain invoked this clause 
to retain 40,000 tons of destroyers, it gave 
the other nations the right to retain a 
proportionate tonnage in that category 
alone it seems clear. However, at the 
State Department, officials, not liking to 
talk in terms of “violation” of treaties, 
put the matter another way. They hold 
that in effect, Japan is invoking the esca- 
lator clause herself to retain the sub- 
marines as she has a right to do. In turn 
this would give the United States a right 
to retain additional submarines. Secre- 


tary Swanson indicated that the United 





States, however, would not want to retain 


any overage submarines but might keep 
some more overage destroyers. It seems 
clear that when the end of the year 
arrives, that the parties to the treaty 
will scrap only vessels it does not believe 
are valuable enough to warrant the ex- 
pense of retaining in service. 

Secretary Swanson said that the Navy 
does not favor the establishment of a 
European squadron, and that the question 
is not being considered. He stated that 
he was opposed to the proposal because 
he “did not think we should get mixed 
up in European matters.” The day follow- 
ing this statement, announcement was 
made that the American vessels were 
being withdrawn from Spanish waters 
and would remain for the time being in 
nearby British and French ports. 

The Secretary also announced that next 
year’s Fleet maneuvers would be held in 
North Pacific and Hawaiian waters, the 
same locality in which they were held in 
1985. 


Advancement on Navy 
Retired List 

In accordance with the instructions of 
the Secretary of the Navy, the Permanent 
Board of Awards has concluded a review 
of the cases of all officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps on the Active and Retired 
List who were commended by the head of 
an Executive Department for perform- 
ance of duty during the World War. The 
recommendations of the Board have been 
approved by the Secretary of the Navy. 

The study was made to establish a list 
of those officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps, who, within the purview of exist- 
ing legislation (Acts of March 4, 1925, 
March 3, 1931 and Jan. 16, 1936) are en- 
titled to advancement in rank on retire- 
ment or advancement on the Retired List 
because of having been commended by 
the head of an Executive Department for 
performance of duty in actual combat 
with the enemy during the World War. 

These Acts provide respectively for 
such advancement in rank for officers re- 
tired for age-in-grade, and service-in- 
grade — after failure of selection — and 
for physical disability incurred in line of 
duty. Officers retired for any other cause 
are not so privileged. 

Officers entitled to advancement in the 
Marine Corps were published in the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNAL of August 
29, 1936.

Sabotage on USS Indianapolis 

Investigation of a small electrical fire 
on the USS Indianapolis, Aug. 25, has 
shown direct evidence of sabotage, the 
Navy Department revealed yesterday. 
Following the fire a routine test was 
made of the electrical leads and cables 
and no evidence of sabotage was shown, 
however the defective cable was removed 
and upon more exhaustive tests it was 
revealed that the cable had been short 
circuted by driving phonograph needles 
and nails into it. 

The case is still under consideration 
by Naval authorities at the New York 
Navy Yard where the Indianapolis has 
been undergoing overhaul. No arrests 
have been made, it was said. The damage 
to the ship was slight and the cruiser is 
expected to sail for the West Coast next 
week to join the Fleet. 


Dept. of National Defense 

The Federal Government reorganiza- 
tion study, begun last June by two groups 
of experts, is still in the fact finding stage 
and no consideration has as yet been 
given to possible consolidation of the War 
and Navy Departments into a Department 
of National Defense, it was declared this 
week, 

Iauis Brownlow, of the 
committee on Administrative Manage- 
ment, appointed by President Roosevelt 
to work with the Senate and House Com- 
mittees on reorganization, told the Army 
AND NAVY JouRNAL yesterday that his 
group had not yet considered any definite 
plans for consolidation and reorganiza- 
tion and that the old proposal of National 
Defense Department had not even been 
suggested. Experts of the Brookings 
Institute, who are working for the Con- 
gressional committees in conjunction with 
the President’s committee, also have not 
given any consideration to this proposal 
it was learned. 

Before the study is finished War and 
Navy Department officials expect that the 
plan will be considered but see little like- 
lihood of its adoption being seriously con- 
sidered.

Bombing of Kane 





The United States this week moved to | 


fix the blame in the bombing of the de- 
stroyer Kane by a Spanish airplane, Aug. 
30, and at the same time prevent any 
similar incident in the future by remov- 
ing American warships from Spanish 
waters, 

The Spanish Foreign Office delivered a 
formal reply to the United States, Sept. 
5, declaring that on the day in question 
no Spanish Government plane was operat- 
ing in the area in which the bombing took 
place and that furthermore they have no 
planes of the type described a three 
motor, low winged plane. General Fran- 
cisco Franco, Rebel commander, answer- 
ing the American protest, said that he 
had no information of any insurgent 
plane committing “an act of aggression 
against any destroyer of another nation” 
but admitted that it was possible that one 
of the rebel planes might have done so 
mistakenly in their operations against the 
Loyalist forces. Both sides in Spain’s 
civil war were “most regretful” that the 
incident occurred. 

Following receipt of the answers, Secre- 
tary of State Hull revealed that the 
United States was not satisfied with the 
replies and were sending new representa- 
tives to both factions, insisting upon more 
definite statements. At the same time, it 
was revealed some moving pictures and 
still photographs were made of the bomb- 
ing plane aboard the Kane and that they 
were enroute to the Navy Department. 
The pictures, it was said, were not official 
but were made by members of the crew. 
They will be examined here. 

Orders were issued from the Depart- 
ment to the ships in Spanish waters, 
directing them to steam to nearby neutral 

yaters and stand by. The Quincey and the 





Coast Guard Cutter Cayuga go to Gibral- 
tar, while one of the destroyers is to go 
to a port on the Southern coast of France 
and the other to the Eastern coast of 
France. Selection of the ports and desig- 
nation of the destroyers is left to the 
senior officer present. 





Army War College Policy 

The policy to govern the selection and 
apportionment of student officers to at- 
tend the 1937-1938 course at the Army 
War College was issued this week, re- 
vealing little change from that of the 
current year with the exception of a re- 
duction of two officers in the total num- 
ber of students to attend. 

Whereas the 1936-37 policy provided 
for 90 students the new one provides for 
only 88. The reduction represents a loss 
of one from the arms and one from the 
services. In the apportionment of stu- 
dent officers from the Arms, the Infantry 
suffered a reduction of from 32 to 30 
while the Signal Corps gained one, giving 
it three students. In the Services the 
Quartermaster Corps was reduced from 
three to two students. 

The age limitations remain the same, 

The text of the directive follows : 

1. The following policy governing the 
selection and apportionment of student offi- 
cers to attend the 1937-1988 Course at the 
Army War College is communicated to you 
for your information and guidance. 

2. Number and apportionment. 

a. The number of officers of the regular 
Army who will be detailed to commence 
the course in September, 1937, will be &S, 
subdivided as follows:

3. Qualifications. 

Student officers will be selected from non- 
graduates of the Army War College possess- 
ing the following qualifications. 

a. Who are above the grade of tirst lieu- 
tenant. 

b. Who will be less than 52 years of age on 
September 1, 1987. At least one-half of the 
list submitted by each Arm and Service will 
consist of officers who will be less than 44 
years of age on that date. (When a fraction 
occurs, the extra officers may be either above 
or below the age of 44 years in the option 
of the Chief of Arm or Service concerned.) 

c. Who are in good physical condition. 

d. Whose names are now borne on the Gen- 
eral Staff Corps Eligible List or whe are 
now graduates of, or will graduate in the 
1936-1937 Class from the Army Industrial 
College. 

4. Graduates, Army Industrial College. 

In selecting officers from the procurement 
branches, preferences will be given to 
graduates of the Army Industrial College. 

Db. Chiefs of Arms and Services will submit 
not later than November 1, 1936, lists, in 
numbers as above, of those officers whose War 
Department records indicate they are best 
fitted to pursue this course. Nothing will ex 
clude a qualitied officer from the list except 
the policy as to duty in Washington, D. ©. 
or a foreign service assignment. However, 
Chiefs of Arms and Services may invite atten- 
tion to cases of assignment they deem of 
sufficient importance to warrant postpone 
ment of the officers’ selection until some 
future year. In such cases the names of 
recommended alternates will be submitted.

The citizenry like color, pageantry, cere- 
mony, Which is quickly seen when you at- 
tend any function that the civilians have 
anything to do with. Where would our 
Lodges get to, if they did not go in for 
feathers, and braid and color? 

acifism has gotten into the Military. 
That is shown by the officers writing in 
your column speaking against the blues 
as ingendering a Military spirit in the 
country and be “likely to react unfavor- 
ably upon the Army” as one wrote, Never 
fear but that the populace will be with 
you if you wear appealing clothes and 
look like soldiers. 

Again there seems to be a variety of 
opinions about the collar. Beauty only 
exists where simple lines are paramount, 
A rolled collar violates the rule of sim- 
plicity, and complicates the uniform. It 
should be as in the years past, a high 
standing collar, indicative of dignity, self 
control, poise, manners, and above all 
compelling of a military carriage and 
hearing. No rolled collar can conduce to 
any of the before-mentioned qualities. 
Rolled collars as at present are creative 
of slovenliness, slouchiness, bad carriage, 
stooped shoulders, sloppy appearance 
around the shoulders and neck and head, 
all contributing to the disgust with the 
military appearance of the men them- 
selves and with the civilian population at 
large. Any man that objects to wearing 
acoat with a collar that is 100% military 
(anti-civilian in shape) does not have the 
proper Military spirit, and has likely 
missed his calling. When a man dons it 
he joins the profession of arms like a 
Priest joins his church and his robe. The 
tendency has been for twenty years for 
soldiers to adopt civilian attire, and the 
result is we have an Army dressed up 
like motorcycle cops, boy scouts or 
laborers. 

Just attend some national conventions, 
and take a look at who gets the biggest 
hand. It is always the organizations that 
are dressed for the occasion best. 

The uniform is owned by the American 
people like the flag, so let us not hastily 
adopt a dress uniform that will be less 
than that of the old Army, which after 
all was the culmination of many genera- 
tions of uniform making for reasons of 
military psychology that were sound. 

Stooped, round, sloven shoulders can’t 
hide in a high, standing collar, but, don’t 
we know they are doing so a plenty in 
the present rolled collar, all contributing 
to the lack of necessary military smart- 
ness in our soldiers and officers. Any 
soldier that objects to 100% military 
smartness is psychologically not a sol- 
dier, and in selecting the type collar the 
type that is the most smart should win, 
and the issue of that alone should be the 
deciding factor.

The Army and the Radio 
Industry

HE appropriation for combat signal 

equipment and supplies for Fiscal 
Year 1937 is the largest ever voted by a 
Congress in time of peace. This action 
recognizes the facts that field communi- 
cations have made marvelous strides in 
the last few years and that our small 
peace-time Army should have the best 
signal equipment which it is possible to 
procure. 

New Equipment for the Army 

By June 30, 1937, I, as Chief Signal 
Officer, shall have completed plans for 
the expenditure of the $2,912,000 appro- 
priated for combat signal equipment. 
When deliveries are completed the Army 
will be better equipped for communi- 
cations than it ever has been before in 
the 161 years of its existence. It will 
have received, dollar for dollar, full 
value for the almost three millions of 
dollars which will have been expended. 
That is the tangible component of the 
purchase. It is the part which is imme- 
diately evident to all. 

It will place in the hands of the Air 
Corps more than two million dollars 
worth of modern radio equipment and it 
will deliver to the infantry, Field Artil- 
lery, Coast Artillery, Cavalry and Signal 
Corps substantial increments of signal 
equipment for their modernization pro- 
grams. 

As to the tangible component of the 
purchase I shall say only that each arti- 
cle which will be bought has already had 
considerable history back of it. It was 
conceived by the arm which requires it 
and first appeared in the form of “mili- 
tary characteristics,” or a description of 
what the article shall be able to do, the 
service it shall render, the weight and 
size limitations, ete. Several stages later 
in its evolution, the article appeared as 
a laboratory model and subsequently as 
a service test model. In this latter stage 
the arm has had its chance to measure 
the value of the equipment, to see if it 
fulfills all the requirements which are 
demanded of it: in short, to determine 
if it is really the equipment desired. 
Usually only after changes and adjust- 
ments, sometimes rechanges and more 
adjustments is the chief of an arm able 
to make the unequivocal request, “This 
is exactly what we need, please buy it 
for us.” I mention this only because some 


of my friends in the field are not 
familiar with the evolution of equip- 
ment. Their comment sometimes inti- 


mates that whether good, bad or indif- 
ferent, the article under discussion was 
“handed” them by the Signal Corps. I 
therefore emphasize that these are no 
“gift horses”; before each is accepted 
it has not only been looked in the mouth 
but its hocks, withers, flanks, general 
conformation, hide and hair have all 
heen carefully examined, and, in addi- 
tion, the animal has been put through 
its paces. The Signal Corps has nothing 
to “sell”; it is merely an agent of the 
purchaser and it is as helpful as it 
knows how to be in assisting the buyer 
to get exactly what he wants. 

So much for the tangible features of 
the purchase. The intangible features 
are two. They are not so obviously evi- 
dent but they are at least equally im- 
portant. 


Preparation of Industry for War 
Production 

One of these intangible features is a 
by-product of production: the tooling-up 
for making the article and the conse- 
quent speed of producing it in quantity 
in case of mobilization. In FY 1937, 
newly designed articles will be manu- 
factured slowly. The successful bidder 
for an article will employ his engineers 
to produce jigs and dies and to plan in 
detail the successive steps required to 
turn out the article with the minimum 
labor and wastage and in the minimum 
time. This engineering phase of pro- 
duction is expensive but necessary. In 
ease the article should be required for 
the reserve army the fact that this engi- 
neering phase is completed, that jigs 
and dies are available and that the exact 
processes of manufacture have been 





planned and tested will mean that weeks 
or even months will be saved when time 
is much more precious than it will be 
in FY 19387. In this connection, I would 
point out that signal communication 
equipment is developing at so rapid a 
rate that the accumulation of a war re- 
serve of many essential items is out of 
the quetsion even if the funds for its 
purchase could be secured. We would not 
be very happy for example, if we had a 
large reserve of 1930 equipment, because 
1937 items are far superior. The manu- 
facture of these 1937 items will there- 
fore produce more than the mere articles 
which will be delivered to us. It will 
store up for the Army against M-Day 
the only kind of war reserve which is 
practicable, that is: the ability of manu- 
facturers to produce similar articles 
quickly. In this intangible part of the 
purchase, IT am not at all sure that we 
shall not receive an even better return for 
our money than in the physical equip- 
ment which will be delivered to the 
troops, 


Expenditure Contributes to Prosperity 

The second intangible product of the 
expenditure of this money is the favor- 
able effect which it will have upon indus- 
try. One authority has estimated that 
the total business of the United States for 
a year is in the neighborhood of fifty- 
nine billions of dollars. Compared with 
such a figure the signal equipment ex- 
penditure of something less than three 
millions is tiny. It is a small drop in a 
large bucket but it does help to fill the 
bucket. And its effect will be felt all 
over the country and not merely in the 
plants of the successful bidders. There 
was a time when such plants were found 
in only limited areas but now they are 
widespread throughout the country. 


Kach dollar which goes for a radio 
transmitter is, according to the book- 
keeper of the producing plant, expended 
approximately as follows: 


Labor 404 
Materials 30¢ 
Overhead 25¢ 
Profit 5¢ 


This ledger, however, covers only what 
we may consider the final step in pro- 
ducing the set. Large items for labor 
are also included in the items for ma- 
terials and overhead, labor which was 
performed at other places and times but 
which is nevertheless now to be paid for 
hy the ultimate consumer. Were there a 
super-hookkeeper charged with tracing 
costs to their ultimate source, he would 
alter these figures to something like this: 


Labor S80¢ 
Materials 5¢ 
Overhead 10¢ 
Profit 5¢ 

Space will not be available to com- 
pletely support these figures. However, 
the line of reasoning will be apparent if 
we consider one material which is used 
in quantity. In order to made radio 
transmitters sturdy and yet keep them 
as light as practicable, considerable 
quantities of aluminum and aluminum 
alloys are used. 

Bob Burns, the radio wit from Van 
Buren, Arkansas, took occasion in a re- 
cent broadcast to tell us that Arkansas 
leads the country in the production of 
bauxite. Rob was as correct in this state- 
ment as he was humorous about his hill 
billy relatives. Arkansas does produce 
about 92% of the bauxite mined in the 
United States, with Alabama and Geor- 
gia contributing most of the remaining 
8%. This bauxite, including the labor 
cost for mining it, is worth about $6 a 
ton. It is shipped to East St. Louis where 
four tons of bauxite are converted by 
chemical processes into two tons of 
alumina. This alumina is shipped to re- 
duction plants established where water 
power is available, such as at Niagara 
Falls, New York, Messina, New York, 
Alcoa, Tennessee and Badin, North Caro- 
lina, where two tons of alumina are 
made into one ton of aluminum. The 
value of four tons of bauxite on cars is 
about $24, of which sum at least $8 
should be charged to labor, leaving the 
cost of raw material in the ground some- 
thing like $16.00. When these four tons 
of bauxite have been converted into one 
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ton of aluminum ingots, the value is 
about 23¢ per pound or $460 per ton. 
The value of the raw material in the 
ground is therefore less than 4% of the 
value of the same material in ingot form. 


But the radio manufacturer does not 
use aluminum in so crude a form as the 
ingot. Before it reaches him, it is in the 
form of sheets, brackets, screws, etc., 
and additional labor costs are included. 
These processes may have been per- 
formed in Chicago, New York, Balti- 
more or any one of a hundred other 
places which are centers of metal work- 
ing. It is apparent therefore that only a 
very small percentage of the cost of the 
aluminum in a radio transmitter may 
properly be charged up to raw material 
in the form of bauxite in the ground. 
Most of the cost which the radio manu- 
facturer’s bookkeeper has charged 
against aluminum was thus actually ex- 
pended in other plants for the labor re- 
quired to convert the bauxite into the 
finished aluminum part. 


This same kind of analysis might be 
applied to other materials in the radio 
transmitter, such as copper, bakelite, 
cotton, wood, mica, glass, ete. and would 
show that a correspondingly large part 
of the radio manufacturer’s expense for 
these materials is actually cost of the 
labor which converted the raw materials 
into the finished form. 


Then there is the overhead cost. A 
large part of this is paid out in salaries 
to engineers, production managers, 
clerks, stenographers and bookkeepers, 
Interest, insurance, rent and depreci- 
ation are also included in overhead and 
though not so readily apparent, analysis 
would show that a considerable part of 
these items is actually for labor in one 
place or another. 

1 estimate therefore that out of every 
dollar which the Army will spend for 
radio equipment in FY 1937, something 
like SO¢ will be paid to workers and that 
these workers have their homes in 
hundreds or even thousands of localities 
in the United States, 

Now when it is considered that each 
worker spends practically all he receives 
and that he buys products of all forms 
of industry and agriculture, it is appa- 
rent that the appropriation for signal 
equipment, FY 1937, is going to be 
spread far and wide over the country 
and that these dollars will soon find 
their way back to the source from which 
they originated—the citizens of the 
United States, 

Thus the appropriation for combat 
signal equipment and supplies will serve 
three good purposes, It will put modern 
sets in the hands of troops; it will pre- 
pare industry to turn out such equip- 
ment rapidly and it will contribute to 
the revival of industry throughout the 
country.

Financial Digest 

The daily average volume of Federaj 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended September 2, as reported 
by the Federal Reserve banks, was $2. 
472,000,000, unchanged from the preced. 
ing week and $6,000,000 below the corre. 
sponding week in 1935, 

On September 2 total Reserve bank 
credit amounted to $2,463,000,000, a de. 
crease of $2,000,000 for the week. This de- 
crease corresponds with decreases of $71, 
000,000 in Treasury cash and deposits 
with Federal Reserve banks and $57,000, 
000 in non-member deposits and other 
Federal Reserve accounts and an increase 
of $22,000,000 in monetary gold stock, off- 
set in part by increases of $109,000,000 jn 
member bank reserve balances and $41, 
000,000 in money in circulation. Member 
bank reserve balances on September 2 
were estimated to be approximately $1, 
960,000,000 in legal require- 
ments, 

Relatively small changes were reported 
in the System’s holdings of bills dis- 
counted, purchased bills, industrial ad- 
vances, and United States Government 
securities.

Refuse Aircraft Inspection 








Refusal of the Navy Department to per- 
mit a delegation of South American avia- 
tion manufacturers to visit the Consoli- 
dated Aircraft factory in San _ Diego, 
Calif., Sept. 9, has drawn sharp cirticism 
from the president of that Company, Maj. 
R. H. Fleet. 

The delegation, brought here for the 
National Air races under the auspices of 
the Department of Commerce las been 
inspecting commercial aviation factories 
throughout the country. They are being 
escorted by Eugene L. Vidal, director of 
Air Commerce, and Paul ©. Daniels, of 
the State Department, in planes furnished 
by the Army and Navy. Major Fleet 
criticized exclusion of the group from 
his plant as “short sighted and stupid” 
declaring that the Navy was “hamstring 
ing” the attempt of the Commerce and 
State Departments to foster the South 
American aviation market by “pulling 
down the shades in the show window.” 

In Washington it was pointed out that 
the Consolidated plant is devoted ex 
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clusively to manufacturing a new type ol 
Navy plane and the interests of National 
Defense have required both the Army and 
Navy to bar visitors from plants where 
military and naval craft of new design 
are being built. While refusing to waive 
this rule in the case of Consolidated, it 
was said that permission had been given 
to the South American delegation to visit 
the Northrup and Douglas factories. Both 
of these plants have service as well as 
commercial planes under construction. 


However, in the case of the Consolidated, 
the new planes under construction have 
been developed entirely with government! 
funds, while at the other plants this is 
not so, it 


was said.
